McKinley Bill May Be Revived. 


THE SENATE IS OBSTINATE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Senator Lodge 


this forenoon made h:« expected speech 
on the Monroe doctrine in the senate. It 
was a careful and studied arraignment ol 
Great Britain, and an argument that the 
Monroe doctrine applies to the present 
case of Venezuela. 


Mr. Lodge went into a detailed history 


of the dispute between Great Britain and 
Venezuela regarding the boundary ques- 
tion. He declared that it had been Eng- 
land's policy to get as much new territory 
as possible and to use every artifice possi- 
ble to delay the settlement of the ques- 
tion. 


The senator asserted his belief that 


Great Britain had no reasonable claim to 
one foot of land beyond the Essequibo 
river, and holds that if Englnnd, with no 
authority but a disputed claim, seizes ter- 
ritory and delines arbitration upon it, her 
action does not differ from seizing and 
holding new territory in America by right 
of conquest. The seizure of this South 
American territory by England, be said, 
was an absolute violation of the Monroe 
doctrine. 


Mr. Lodge pointed to the efforts Eng- 


land has been and is making in the way 
of establishing naval stations in South 
American waters. He cited St. Lucia, 
Trinidad, Jamaica and British Honduras, 
The Venezuelan claim that she is now 
pushing has for its aim the control of the 
Orinoco, one of the greatest river systems 
in South America. If successful the Car- 
ibbean sea will be little better than a 
British lake. 


Mr. Lodge in concluding said that he 


did not expect war. The questson would 
be settled by the good sense of the repre- 
sentatives of England and the United 
States. But he held that the Monroe doc- 
trine should be absolutely 
maintained 


wherever it justly applies. That doctrine 
is as important to us as the balance of 
power is to Europe. 


THE SENATE OBSTINATE. 


The House Bill Will Not Pass Without 


Great Opposition. 


[Special dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The tarriff bill 


passed by the house promises to be the 
wedge that will open wide the doors of 
debate in the senate. Already there are 
mutterings among senators whose con- 
stituents are sending in remonstrances be- 
cause of industries neglected by the houae 
bill. I: looks now as if the whole tariff 
question will be opened up by the senate. 


A prominent senator from one of the 


middle states has a scheme to bring to the 
front the whole subject of revision of the 
tariff along Republican lines. An amend- 
ment will be offered striking out all after 
the enacting clause of the house bill and 
re-enacting the McKinley law entire, with 
the exception of the sugar schedule, but 
with the modification that the rates 
levied shall be seventy-five per cent, of 
the duties now in the McKinley act. Such 
an amendment takes from the free list to 
dutiable list everything transferred by the 
Wilsonbill. It changes all duties from 
ad valorem to specific, and would reenact 
the reciprocity section of the old law.

Cattle Commissioners Convinced ot th 


Danger to Human Life. 


The Republican's special reporter in 


Boston writes under date of December 27 


The state cattle commissioners hav< 


found today one of the niostabundan 
proofs of the presence of tuberculosis in 
the udders of diseased cows. A cow which 
was sold from Worcester county to go to 
Lenox, and which was giving milk three 
days ago, which was drank by human 
beings, has been killed and the udder 
opened today. It was an almost solid am 
disgusting mass of putrid rottenness, an< 
it seems a miracle that any milk could go 
through it and not be completely filled 
with germs of disease. There are at th< 
labratory of the commission a lot o: 
guinea pigs, which are fed or inoculatec 
with diseased milk, and the disease is 
being constantly produced in them by 
this means. 
The commission is more 


than ever convinced of the danger to 
human life from the use of milk from 
tuberculosis cows, and the people of the 
state are becoming more than ever inter 
ested in the matter. Requests for tests 01 
herds are coming in rapidly, much faster 
5han they can be attended to, particularly 
from Western Massachusetts.

Church, D. J. 
Barber 
and How- 


ard Williams was chosen to proceed 
with preparing for organizaton. 
The 


membership of the league will be exclu- 
sive and admittance to it will probably be 
by election. There was talk of limiting 
it to a certain number, but on nil these 
points there was no action taken.

purpose of the league is not to become a 
constant meddler in public affairs, but to 
be a body ready to endorse the acts of 
public officials when they are working 
courageously for the right and to foster a 
sentiment and attempt a public education 
to the requiring if proper enforcement of 
law.

TUBERCULIN AND TUBERCULOSIS. 


A gal i) there seems to be a c«m:ral (1)3 


cnsaion in the state of tuberculosis and its 
eradication. The argument H hot and 
furious in places. The advocates of sup- 
pressing tuberculosis sny the disease is tho 
moat prevalent, the most dangerous und 
most hidden of any in the catalogue of 
death's agents. On the other Imnd, many 
sneer at the idea of any such thing as 
tuberculosis, they say it always has existed 
if there be such a disease at all, ;iud will 
continue to exist no long us there are 
cattle. 


Aa a new view of the cnttlc ncnre we 


reprint part of an article from the Wor- 
cester Spy, which calls on the legislature 
to stop appropriating money to pay for 
"silly" tuberculin tests and dead cattle. 
The Spy says: 


There are just two liorni to this tuber- 
culosis dilemma. Kithcrthe milk and meat 
of cows which react to the tuberculin test 
insisted upon by the state cattle commis- 
sioners are liable to produce tuberculosis 
in human beings, or they are not. If they 
ore not, then the prsaent agitation is 
worse than useless, and the expenditure 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars of the 
state's money in paying for slaughtered 
animals, is absolutely thrown away. If 
they are inimical to public health, then 
it is absolutely unsafe to cut beef or 
drink milk. 
The commissioners claim that between 
thirty and forty percent, of the cows in 
the state are diseased to the extent that 
they will show reaction to the tuberculin 
test, and should be slaughtered. That this 
estimate is not too high is shown by the 
fact that, in two of the best known herds 
in this city, which have this month been 
subjected to the tuberculin test, more than 
fifty per cent, of the animals have been 
condemned, slaughtered and paid for by 
the state. It is a tact that the tuberculin 
test furnishes no guarantee of health, for, 
of the animals of one of these herds, one- 
half of those slaughtered successfully 
passed the tuberculin test less thin a year 
ago.It is safe to say, in view of the results 
of the tests in these two cases, that at 
least one-half of the milk furnished to the 
consumers in this city comes from cows in 
which the germs of tuberculosis exist. 
If the view of the cattle commissioners oi 
the state is correct, thai the existence of 
of such germs is dangeroug to public 
health, why in the name of common 
sense is the disease of consumption, or 
tuberculosis, decreasing among human be- 
ings? One would think it should show an 
alarming increase. 
The truth of the matter is that the tu- 
berculin diagnosis is a fad. 
It may be 
useful in some cases to confirm physical 
diagnosis, but it is the height of foolish- 
ness, and even worse, to attempt to justi- 
fy its universal compulsory use by the ar- 
guments of the cattle commissioners and 
their newspaper allies. 
The germ theory was a great discovery, 
but it may be carried to absurd extremes. 
The payment by the state of full value for 
cattle slaughtered by the commission is 
another absurdity. It lurnishe.-, a pre- 
mium to farmers to have their worn-out 
cows tested and killed off at the state's 
expense. If the meat and milK of a cow 
diseased with tuberculosis is dangerous to 
public health, as the commissioners claim, 
why should the Inrnier be paid for the 
ccw any more than he should lor a 
glanderedhorse or a dog suffering ij-om 
hydrophobia ? 


SOME CHURCH CRITICISM. 


The Christian churches of this country 


ure being severely criticised just at pres- 
ent for the methods to which rosoi t is had 
for raising money. There seems to be an 
epidemic of harsh and bitter criticism 
nimed at nil sorts of church entertain- 
ments charging churches with prostitut- 
ing themselves and the true Christian 
character in order to raise money for 
church expenses. The charges are so 
serious that they should be made widely 
known and accepted or proven false. 


A few weeks ago a prominent pastor in 


a Cincinnati church preached a sermon 
against what he styled the "blackmailing 
of business men." He said that churches 
throughout the land had come to that 
point where they asked for contributions 
to fairs and church exhibitions u ith the 
same spirit that Tammany Hall in New 
York asked contributions from merchants 
and coporations,-"refuse if you dare." The 
sermon created a sensation, was quoted 
far and wide, and the minister and press 
of the city where ihe sermon was preached 
received hundreds of letters commending 
the fearless pastor for his attack on the 
present character of church entertain- 
ments. 


In the current number of the Forum is 


a severe criticism of church entertain- 
ments that is little less than harsb. The 
Rev. Mr. Hale, the author of this article, 
says that female minstrel shows have 
been this year t"e t. -.t ?cp"lar of church 
entertainme .0- in .»j.assi>cln.setts. TLese 
interesting religious evti-ts have exertea 
their enlightening and refining influence 
in almost every part of the common- 
wealth. Most of them have been arranged 
and conducted with great ability, and 
with the keenest appreciation of the tastes 
of the sporting and amusement-loving 
public. At Middleboro the writer cites 
the case of how the Unitarians enlivened 
their minstrel performance with a song- 
and-dance turn, an impersonation of the 
Bowery girl, and a skirt dance. 


In his closing words the author of "A 


Study of Church Entertainments" makes 
this sweeping cnarge against modern 
church entertainments: "I charge, then, 
that, besides its hundred other sins, the 
division of the church—most absurd and 
inexcusable of economic errors—has dese- 
crated holy places and holy days; has 
assaulted all reverence; has given thou. 
Bands who might have been won to the 
higher life an utterly ignoble conception 
of religion; has reduced Christian congre- 
gations to the level of fakirs and poor 


actors; has turned clergy into scrambling 
mountebanks; and has dishonored Chris- 
tian womanhood. The world does not 
need the church as a purveyor of vaude- 
ville." 


However justifiable these criticisms on 


church entertainments may be of the 
country as a whole, yet North Adams 
churches do not come in for reproach. 
Our church entertainments are many and 
varied, but they are never vulgar nor in 
poor taste. They aro bright and whole" 
some in character and worthy of imitation 
jn other communities.

Mrs. 
Davjdson, wljo is a woman about 


6(< years of nge, came here during the mid- 
winter fair as a representative of a Boston 
corset firm. She ha.-, attended Dr Brown's 
church for about a year, and has taken 
great interest in church matters. Miss 
Overman came here from Tacoroa for her 
health and visitod at tho house of Dr. 
Brown, whose family she knew in Tauoma. 
After a stay of several months, during 
which time she became acquainted with 
Mrs. Davidson, Miss Overman returned 
to Tacoma, but came back to San Fran- 
cisco, when Mrs. Davidson promised to 
secure employment for her. 


According to Dr. Brown, Mrs. David- 


con cuinc to him last November, at the 
time when thcie was intense excitement 
in the city over the exposure of the double 
lives of several old men who liad beeu 
debauching young girls, and told him that 
she had been commissioned by Mrs. Jane 
Elizabeth Baddin, a lodging-house keeper, 
to demand $2000 down aud $100 a month 
for 10 years if lie did not want his inti- 
macy 'Vith Miss Overman exposed. Mrs. 
David.iou said that Hiss Overman bad 
canfided in her and would testify against 
him, and that Mrs. Baddin knew that he 
bad occupied a room in a lodging house 
with an unknown woman. Mrs. David- 
son pointed out to him that owing to tho 
state of public feeling almost anything 
that witnesses would swear to would be 
believed, and 


Advised Rim to Settle at Onoe. 


Dr. Brown was horrified at the nature 


of the charges brought against him, and 
saw no means of escape. He succeeded, 
however, in reducing the figures to 1500 
down and $35 a month for five years. He 
paid Mrs. Davidson $500, for which she 
signed a receipt. After paying over the 
money, Dr. Brown attempted to find Mrs. 
Baddin, but without sucnesg. Finally he 
met Miss Overman, who was shopping 
with Mrs. Davidson, and reproached her 
with her perfidy. She indignantly denied 
that she had made any charges, and, when 
confronted 
with Mrs. Davidson, 
de- 


nounced the woman as infamous. 


Miss Overman immediately left Mrs. 


Davidson's house, and went to the home 
of Dr. Brown, where she is now under the 
protection of his wife. Then the minister 
consulted with the deacons of the church, 
and the result was the arrest of Mrs. 
Davidson. Both the minister and Miss 
Overman deny that there is the slightest 
foundation for the charges. 


Mrs. Davidson, when seen after her ar- 


rest, said Dr. Brown called on her several 
months ago and voluntarily confessed his 
love for Miss Overman, fie asked her ad- 
vice, and she told him to sever his rela- 
tions with the girl at once. 
Miss Over- 


man, she says, confessed her love for Dr. 
Brown, and that he had promised to i ^iy 
her $85 a month. A few days after tills 
Mrs. Davidson says Dr. Brown handed 
her (85 to give to Miss Overman, saying 
ho had promised to pay her that amount 
for 10 months. 


Some time ago a strange woman, who 


called herself Mrs. Baddin, called on Mrs. 
Davidson and said 
she knew of Dr. 


Brown's 


Intimacy With Hits Ov«»m»n 


and demanded $10,000 as the price of her 
silence. About six weeks ago she sent for 
Dr. Brown and told him of Mrs. Baddin's 
demand. He said: "It is all true, and 
more, too." 


Mrs. Davidson continued: "He refused 


to see the woman, and asked me to handle 
the business for him. He said: 
'You 


have our hearts' secrets,' and told me 
everything. Dr. Brown said he could not 
pay her $10.000, but would pay $5000, with 
$300 down and the rest at the rate of $35 
a month. Dr. Brown said he would leave 
San Francisco within three months, as he 
had calls from churches In Brooklyn and 
Philadelphia." 


Next day she paid the $500 to Mrs. Bad- 


din, who said she was going to leave town, 
but would return each month for the $35. 
Mrs. Davidson says Dr. Brown has paid 
$88 for Miss Overman in August and Sep- 
tember, November and December. She 
concluded her statement by saying: "I 
have kept this secret for the sake of the 
church; for the sake of Miss Overman and 
Dr. Brown, but the truth must be told, 
and I am sorry that I am obliged to 
divulge these tilings " 


The Firs: Congregational church was 


crowded yesterday morning as a result of 
the exposure of tho alleged blackmailiug 
attampt upon Dr. Brown. The minister 
appeared as tisual, and in his sermon re- 
ferred indirectly to the attack upon his 
reputation. One of tho deacons also spoke, 
and corroborated Dr. Brown's statement 
that he had consulted with the officers of 
the church before causing tho arrest of 
Mrs Davidson. After the church services, 
a number of the congregation shook hands 
with Dr. Brown and expressed confidence 
In him.

Wretches' Picas For Mercy Fell Upon Ears 


Deafened by Vengeance. 


LEBANON, Ky., Dec. 80.—A mob Satur- 


day night burned Mrs. T. J. West alivo 
and killed W. Deveres, her paramour, at 
Mrs. West's house on Cartwright Creek, 
a short distance north of this city. The 
mob is said to have numbered about 75. 
and it was about 13 o'clock when they ap- 
peared at Mrs. West's house. Mrs. West, 
Doveres and his little daughter were tha 
only persons in the house. 


The tragedy was one of tho most brutal 


sver enacted under gruesome sway o( 
dread Judge I.-vcch. Despite the plead- 
ings for her father's life of a half-clad, 
frightened child, and the prayers and team 
ot the sick and helpless woman, the mob 
went through with its work with cold- 
blooded, cruel deliberation, aud only left 
when certain that both man and woman 
were dead. 


The affair was the outgrowth of the old 


•tory of a faithless wife and vengeful 
husband. Several months ago, Deveres, a 
middle-aged widower, was accused by 
Thomas West, a prosperous farmer, of 
intimacy with Mrs. West. A quarrel fol- 
lowed, lasting until West instituted di- 
vorce proceedings aud declared that De- 
feres must die. The men met in Lebanon. 
West snapped his revolver, whioh missed 
Are, and Deveres killed him on the spot. On 
lihe plea of self-defense, the murderer se- 
cured bail and scandalized the neighbor- 
hood by immediately taking his two daugh* 
tors and moving into West's house. The 
relatives of the murdered husband swora 
vengeance, and Saturday night it come. 


Close to 1 o'clock a band of men rode up 


to the West homestead and demanded ad' 
mittance. "Tom West is dead; now It's 
your turn," the spokesman called, and 
Deveres and the woman awoke to find 
their 
house surrounded. 
Mrs. West 


rushed to a darkened window and began a 
wild, hytterical plee *or mercy. A dozen 
bullets answered hei cries, and the de- 
mand for immediate surrender was re- 
peated. Deveres, too, asked for a hearing, 
but his request was greeted 


With » Shower of Shot*. 


"We'll give you 10 minutes to open up; 


then you burn," said the mob's leader, 
and his men quietly retired from the door. 
A hurried consultation was held inside 
the house, and then, white and terror- 
stricken, the little girl of Deveres was 
thrust out to plead with the mob. Clad 
In her night robe, barefooted and unpro- 
tected, she bravely walked out Into the 
moonlight and sobbed out a prayer for uel 
white-haired father's life. 


"Gflt out; you'ra liable to get shot your- 


self," a ruffian said, and the panic-stricken 
child fled to the cabin of a negro neigh- 
bor. Mrs. West then appeared at tha 
door, and referring to her condition, made 
a last appeal for mercy. It was unavail- 
ing, and In another moment the houso 
was fired. 


The shrieks of the Imprisoned wretches 


failed to move their torturers, who, as the I 
flames reached the room where the couple 
were living, could see man and woman in I 
the agony of death by the flre. Just bo- [ 
fore the roof fell, the woman was seen to | 
reel across the room and plunge headlong 
Into the fireplace among the burning coals, | 
and there she died. 
Wild with pain, i 


Deveres at the last moment made a dash 
for liberty, but a score of bullets stopped 
him half a dozen steps from the door. 
I 


Yesterday morning the little girl led her i 


negro protector to the scene, and there the 
bodies, scorched beyond recognition, were 
found, untouched by the lynchers. 


It is not improbable that the scenes of 


Saturday night will be re-enacted In the 
vicinity shortly, as the 
outrage 
hag 


aroused the 


Mo§t Intense Indignation 


among the people of the county. Because 
of the fact that West's relatives had 
threatened vengeance, there is a strong 
belief that they ere responsible for the 
crime. The uncertainty, however, as to 
just who was implicated has so far pre- 
vented further trouble. 


The child of Deveres, who was a witness 


to the tragedy, is dangerously gick as the 
result of the fright aud exposure, but upon 
her recovery she may be able to -identify 
some of the lynchers. The night was 
brilliant with moonlight. 


The scene of the horror was 'visited by 


crowds of curious people yesterday, and it 
was well toward noon before the bodies 
were cared for by an undertaker. 


Mrs. West's corpse was charred almost 


beyond human semblance. Overcome by 
the flames, she had fallen into the large old'- 
fashioned fire-place of the living room, 
and the head was almost burned from tha 
body. 


Deveres' body was pierced by at least 23 


bullets. Before his desperate dash foi 
liberty, he had been frightfully burned, 
and would probably have died without the 
gunshot wounds. 
His hair and beard 


were burned off, his clothes were In 
charred shreds and his face blistered and 
blackened. 


Mrs. West had three children. Two, 


who are young ladies, are said to have 
been driven from the West home when 
Deveres came there to live, and they bave 
been with West's relatives recently. There 
is great excitement, and It la believed that 
Mrs. 
West's friends will be revenged. 


Justice Nave late yesterday afternoon 


held an inquest upon the bodies of the 
victims. 
Several witnesses were ex-

VETOES Of. PRESIDENT 


Await the Bond and Tariff Bills 


Should They Pass the Senate, 


The House Quickly Disposed 


of Both Measures. 


But Liille Work Will Be Don* In Congress 


This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—Speaker Reed 


put the bond and certificate bill through 
the house Saturday evening as It was re- 
ported by the vraya and means committee 
and without Riving opportunity for a vote 
on the amendments which the administra- 
tion desired. 


The attempt of the anti-bond Republi- 


cans to knock out the bond feature failed, 
for thoy could only muster 47 votes, in- 
cluding all the silver Republicans, al- 
though they did bring down the majority 
for it to 34, the vote standing 170 to 136. 
Then the certificate section was adopted, 
and the bill passed without a division. 


The closing hours of the debate were 


lacking in spirit, and there was practically 
no excitement until the vote was taken. 
The margin of 34 by which the first sec- 
tion of the bill (against which the Repub- 
lican opponents of the measure massed 
their opposition) was passed, showed that 
the friends of the measure had marshalled 
every available vote in its favor. 


As it was, 47 Republicans refused to act 


with the majority of their party. The 
Populists and Democrats, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Hutchinson (Tox.), who 
voted for the bill, presented an unbroken 
front against the bill. 


The bill, as passed, amends the resump- 


tion act so as to permit the issue of 8 per 
cent coin bonds, redeemable after five 
years at the pleasure of the government 
and payable in IS years, with the specific 
proviso that nothing in the bill shall be 
oonstrued to repeal the act of 1378 for the 
reissue of the greenbacks, and that the 
bonds shall first be offered for subscrip- 
tion at the sub-treasuries and depositories 
of the United States. 


Tlic second section of the bill provides 


for the issue of three-year debt certificates 
of denominations of $20 and multiples 
thereof in amounts not exceeding $50,000,- 
000. to meet temporary deficiencies. 


On Friday night the Republican man- 


agers were not counting upon more than 
20 majority for the passage of the bond 
bill; they are satisfied enough with their 
84 majority. It required, however, a good 
deal of hard work on thoir part to pull the 
figures up to this level. 


Farce. All In Una. 


The whippers-in had their hands fall. 


Mr. Reed's strongest lieutenants had to 
labor with the men who were threatening 
to bolt to induce them to vote for the bill. 


A strong argument used was that the 


president, without waiting to see what 
the action of congress would be, had made 
up his mind In ao>vance to issue bonds, 
and that a contract liad virtually been 
made with the Morgan syndicate. It was 
said that under these circumstances no 
Republican ought to be influenced by the 
fact that the president declared the bill to 
be unsatisfactory. 


That this bill cannot pass the senate is 


conceded. It will there be amended by 
the free silver men, who are in control of 
the finance oominrbfee and the senate 
itself, and come back to the house In such 
a shape that the house will reject it with- 
out much consideration. 


It of course makes little difference what 


the senate does, as the president will not 
accept the bill. The free silver men want 
the satisfaction of passing some kind of a 
free silver bill, and care very little what 
happens after the 'bill has ones left their 
hands. 
' 


There is no common purpose between 


the house nnd senate, and no common 
ground upon -which both they and the 
president cnn stand. It is open war all 
round. 


The tariff bill will probably come before 


the senate next week. Its future is not 
only uncerta u, but is regarded with in- 
difference. 1 is possible that it will be 
passed by tue senate after considerable 
amendment, and if so the ho'\se may re- 
ject it. 


But whether it is or not, the president 


will promptly give it his veto, so that so far 
as practical!! results are concerned the bill 
might as well have never been rt ported 
from the ways and means committee. 


Cou£r««sional Forecast. 


The program in the senate for today is 


to perfect reorganization of the commit- 
tees, listen to a speech by Senator Lodge 
on the Monroe doctrine, to rjfer thw bond 
bill to the finance oommitt 3 ?.nd then aj- 
journ over until Thursday, unless tlie 
house can be prevailed upon to adjourn 
over until the following Monday. 


In case of a session on Thursday, there 


will, in alt probability, be tt slim attend- 
ance, with another adjoui.iir.eut until 
Monday, Jan. 6. The adjournment over 
is almost certain unless a financial debute 
should be unexpectedly sprung. 


Some of the members of the finance 


committee have expressed the hope that 
the revenue bill might be reported in some 
shape by It ursday, and If It i hould, more 
or less taU- in Che senate would occur. 


The organization of the committees 


will proceed through the adoption of a 
resolution for the appointment of the list 
which Senator Mitchell will offer, embrac- 
ing the Republican and Populist assign- 
ment as made by the Republican cau- 
cus, 
and the Democratic assignment as 


made by the Democratic caucus. 
It 


Is not yet known whether a yea and 
nay vote will be demanded. It such a de- 
mand is made, it is presumed that the 
Populists will either vote with the Repub- 
icans or refrain from voting altogether. 


The program in the house is for an im- 


mediate adjournment tomorrow until Fri- 
day, 
and from Friday till Monday, Jan. 6.
